WASHINGTON, Aug 
The high cost of living is mainly 
due to the shrinkage in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar as a 
result of the inflation attendant 
on war financing, Prof. Irving 
Fisher, a noted economist. told 
the Federal Electric Pailway 
Commission today, and the best 
way to meet the situation ie to 
raise the wages and carfares. 

“The almost universal rise of 
prices cannot be ascribed to 
scarcity,” he said. “Prices have 
risen on many goods not affected 
by the war or in countries the 
remotest from the war. 

“On the whole the money in 
circulation in the United States 
rose from three and one third 
billions in 1913, to five and a 
half billions in 1918, and bank 
de posits from thirteen to twenty- 
five billions, both approximately 
corresponding to the rise 
prices. 

INCREASE IN CIRCULATION. 

“Taking a world-wide view, 
the money in circulat'on in the 
world outside .of Russia has 
increased during the war from 
fifteen billions to forty-five bil- 
lions and the bank dep-eite in 
fifteen principal countries from 
twenty-seven billions to seventy - 
five billions. That is, both money 
and deposits have trebled; and 
prices, on the average, hive per- 
haps trebled also. 

“There are two ways of cop- 
ing with the high cost of living. 
One is to bring prices down 
within reach of our means: the

CATCH OF SALMON FOR 
CANNING HALF OF 1918. 


ALASKA PACKERS 
GRAVEL HAD TO BE USED TO 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—The 
1919 catch of salmon in Rering Sea, 
Bristol Bay and other Pete waters 
contributing te the annual aupply of 
rege ty fish ie said to be the smallest 
n the history of the industry. Ac- 
cording to A. T. Tichenor, — 
of the Alaska Packers Association, 
this year’s pack will not amount to 
more than one-half of last season's, 
which was the largest in history. In 
1918 there arrived in the port cf San 
Francisco the total of 1,507,000 cases 
of salmon. Tichenor said: 

“Last year was the most pros- 
perous the salmon industry has ever 
had. The fishermen arrived here 
with earnings 
each. This year it will he differént, 
for at best we can not expect more 
than half of last year’s catch. In 
order to realize how few fish have 
run this season it is only necessary. 
to say that some of our fleet is now 
safling home with so few cases 
aboard that a fair tonnage of gravel 
had to be placed aboard te trim 
ship. That is something new and 
has never happened before. 

“The net result probably will be 
that salmon Will be high. Even if 
a price is made that will net the 
salmon industry a net logs for the 
season, there is bound to be a big 
rise in prices. It requires a large 
expenditure annually to conduct this 
business and this is based upon the 
presumption that there will be an 
average catch. Many reasons have 
been advanced for the short run of 
salmon this season, but no one really 
knows the real reason.”

JAPAN FEARS SPREAD 
OF SOCIALIST IDEAS. 


UNION-LABOR UNREST IN OTH- 
ER NATIONS IS BEING FELT 
IN INSULAR KINGDOM. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE |! 

TOKIO, June 10. — Demands for 
more comfort for those who work 
for wages and that fewer privileges 
be granted to the rich are the fun- 
damentals of a popular movement 
which is gathering form in Japan, 
and which is causing considerable 
uneasiness not only to the govern- 
ment, but to representative Japa- 
nese in all spheres of activity. So- 
clalism is attracting the interest of 
not only the working people, but of 
men holding important places in the 
domain of education. This general 
movement is partly the reflex of 
the labor unrest in foreifn countries 


and partly the result of a steadily- 
growing revolt at home against the 
massing of wealth by the few as 
against the poverty and hardship of 
the masses of the people. 

Japanese Socialists recently sent 
out manifestos to Socialists in for- 
eign lands asking for a formal rec- 
ognition of the Japanese body which 
has been organized under the name, 
Japanese Socialist party. The So- 
Clalist party of Italy sent a response 
conveying their willingness to rec- 
Ognize the Japanese Socialists as 
their friends and coworkers. Sen 
Katayama, the pioneer Socialist of 
Japan, is now abroad as the repre- 
sentative of his party at home. 

The attempt to promote socialism, 
or a more radical doctrine, is be- 
ing pushed now because of the 
awakening of the workers to what 
they regard as the evils of present 
economic and industrial conditions. 
The average Japanese workman is 
beginning to raise his voice for bet- 
ter pay and more freedom generally. 

The central organization for 
workingmen in Tokio haa addressed 
an open letter to the Home Minis- 
ter, the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce and others, declaring 
that In case of war it is the work- 
ing people of Japan who are called 
upon to defend its shores and ask- 
ing whether it is the national policy 
of Japan to allow capitalists to fat- 
ten while the workers are starving. 
Dr. Jikei Yokoi of the Imperial 
University, in a public statement, 
says that democratic ideas long prev- 
alent in the great cities, have re- 
cently spread among the rural pop- 
ulation. They have particularly af- 
fected, he said, school-teachers, 
members of the young men's asso- 
ciations and army reservists. 

Many Japanese scholars are re- 
Ported to be enthusiastically study- 
ing socialism. Laborers are openly 
interested and are often heard dis- 
cussing the subject in street cars.

NAVAL HELPLESSNESS. 


BERLIN, Aug. 13.— The utter 
helplessness of Germany as a naval 
power was demonstrated today by 
a Survey of the official records of 
the vessels lost during the hostili- 
tles, and under the terms of the 
armistice and the treaty of Ver- 
sallies. 

The resume shows a total loss of 
690 vessels, including 249 subma- 
rines, the exact number sunk by 
the Alltes being placed at 178. 

Ot the grand total of 215 lost 
in combat thirty-four were sunk to 
keep them from falling into the 
hands of the enemy, and 141 are 
shown on the records merely as 
lost. In addition, seventy-four vessels 
Were surrendered under the terms 
of the armistice, and 108 more are 
* delivered to the Allies under 

In detail, the battle losses show 
the destruction or capture of one 
battleship,-seven big cruisers, seven- 
teen small cruisers, forty-nine de- 
stroyers, twenty-one large and forty- 
one small torpedo boats, one special 
vessel and 178 submarines. The rec- 
ords concerning the latter show 


three in the Baltic Sea, sixteen in 
the Mediterranean and five in the 
Black Sea. 

Vessels destroyed to avoid capture

PARIS, Aug. 12.—The opening of 
the central markets today was the 
occasion for brawls between venders 
and the price vigilance committees 
and would-be purchasers.

An un- 
derstanding between the dealers and 
the vigtiance committee was 
reached at 10 o'clock on the prices 
which the dealers must charge in 
disposing of their remaining stocks

CHURCHILL HINTS AT 
ARMAMENT DECREASE. 


ANSWERS CHARG or M. 
TRAVAGANCE WITH PROMISE 
OF RETRENCHMENT. 


[SY AND ASSOCIATED 
LONDON, Aug. 12.—In the House 
of Commons tonight the Ministers 
had to listen to strong criticism of 


the extravagance of the government 
in the matter of armaments, but 
Winston Spencer Churchill, Secre- 
tary for War, in a general defense 
of the government, said he was able 
to promise considerable retrench- 
ment in this direction. His speech 
betrayed that the government was 
trying as far as possible to meet the 
popular demands for greater econ- 
omy. 

Maj.-Gen. J. E. B. Seeley, Under- 
secretary for Air, in the course of 
his speech, made the point that the 
efficient air force had saved the 
country millions in money and thou- 
sands in lives this year in connec- 
tion with the troubles in Afghanistan 
and Egypt, where campaigns were 
carried out at slight cost as com- 
pared to the heavy cost in money 
and life in similar cam con- 

ected by Lords Roberts and Wolse- 


The Right Hon. Sir Frederick 
Banbury, Unionist, argued that the 
country would never economize 
while seeing Ministers riding about 
in expensive automobiles at the na- 
tion's expense. 

The Right Hon. George wt 
Liberal, challenged the governmen 
te say what it considered the peace 
time strength of the air forces like- 
ly to be and when the colossal ex- 
penditure on military adventures 
abroad would cease. He declared 
the government had lost the con- 
fidence of the country by the huge 
expendituré in every government de- 
partment. 

Mr. Churchill, defending the gov- 
ernment, said that through its pol- 
icy it was beginning to retain con- 
trol over expenditure. The latter, 
however, was still dependent upon 
military commitments abroad, the 
Minister continued, but already it 
had been arranged with France that 
by the end of October the British 
forces on the Rhine may be reduced

The inflation of credit occa 
sioned by the war loans brought about a 
period of fictitious prosperity in which. mon- 
ey ceased to be a correct measure of wealth. 

Hysteria, like intoxication, produces a pe- 
riod of reaction and physical and mental de- 
pression. It was glorious for the Federal 
departments while the government was 
spending $44,000,000 every twenty-four 
heures, so glorious that there is a reluc- 
tatkce to discontinue after the necessity for 
the expenditure has ceased. During the 
brief period of the war the administration 
expended as much as all former Federal 
administrations from 1791 to the outbreak 
of the great world war. Is it any wonder 
that those in charge acquired the habit of 
dispensing millions as readily as men in 
private life spend dollars’? 80 confirmed 
had the habit become that the governmental 
expense from November to April, after the 
armistice was signed and the actual fight- 
ing was ended, was as great as for the pre- 
vious six months, when the fighting was 
hottest. If a Republican Congress, com- 
posed of men who had taken no part in the 
orgy, had not been convened the same riot 
of expenditure might be running yet. 

Many wild things were done while the 
fever of hysteria lasted. It was hysteria 
that caused the administration to seize the 
railroads and try to run them. Common 
sense would have dictated that the govern- 
ment would be reasonably occupied in run- 
ning the war without taking up a job that 
is in reality bigger than that of runing the 
government itself. It was largely hysteria 
that caused the government to apply the 
cost-plug system to ship construction. It 
was hysteria that made government me. 
diation boards grant wage increases to em- 
ployees in certain industries that are out- 
of proportion to the average wage for 
eskilled labor. This hysteria was contracted 
by the public at large. Men talked more 
and worked less. Wages soared, but pro- 
duction lagged. There was a hysterical 
cry that some paternalistic and eleemosyna- 
ry “drive” must be made to provide for our 
men returning home from overseas; a loud 
cry of alarm went up, “what are we going 
to do with our jobless men?” Enterprises 
were started and positions were created 
and public improvements were undertaken 
during this spasm, juet to make jobs; but 


fobs than men to fill them. The actual need 
is of workers, not work. 

No one enjoys the first few hours of labor 
on the day after a night out: and that is 
the condition of the whole country at the 
present time. It is not pleasant to settle 
down to the humdrum of uneventful peace 
after passing through the excitement of the 
greatest of all wars; but the plunge must 
be made. Impossible wage scales must be 
revised downward just as tariffa when they 
get too high. Impossible prices must be 
cut. The “hurt” of the giving during the 
war is just beginning to be felt. Profiteers 
must be pursued as remorselessiy as any 
other criminal; Congress must continue to 
aid, where aid is possible, in establishing 
the normal correlation between production 
and consumption. It might be well to prac- 
tice the motto of saving until it hurts for 
a while, on the principle of the physician 
who prescribes one poison as an antidote 
for another. 

One thing is certain: the blunders of the 
Democratic administration during the war 
were so many and so inexcusable that it 
may be regarded as incorrigible.

1 REPUTATIONS MADE IN 
THE WAR. 

The recent publication by Viscount 
French of a book, in which he justifies 
his own actions in the war and attacks 
other personalities, sets the task of esti- 
mating the leaders in the great world strug- 
gle—English generals in particular. When 
the war began Kitchener and Roberts were 
undoubtedly the two British soldiers who 
stood where Joffre and Foch stood in 
French military circles; trusted leaders, 
organizers and fighters. But Roberts's day 
was nearly done, and a visit to the trenches 
in inclement weather cut him off. Kitche 
ner, the youngest of the four, after organ- 
izing the army which was destined to do 
such stubborn and finally successful work, 
met a tragic end at sea. Their places were 
taken by Sir John French and Sir Douglas 
Haig; how do their reputations and those 
of others who served with them stand to- 
day? 

French, an Irishman like Kitchener and 
Roberts, did brilliant work in the first year 
of the war and thoroughly earned his peer- 
age; but he was not built large enough for 
a commander-in-chief and the impression 
left by his memoirs confirms this verdict. 
A cavalryman, with a nose for country and 
great alertness, he had made his reputa- 
tion in the Boer war. His decision to re 
tire from Mons, his conduct of the retreat, 
his direction of the battle of Ypres—a no- 
ble battle in the annais of the whole war 
all justified his selection as commander-in- 
chief during these critical early months. But 
thereafter the task became too heavy and a 
laborious one; for an army counted in mil- 
lions he had not the imagination nor train- 
ing. And in some cases he had not shows 
himself just. He disliked Gen. Smith-Do- 
rien, in some respects a far abler man 
than himself. Smith-Dorien’s insistence on 
fighting at Le Cateau was right, and this 
battle has been characterized as the first 
big thing done in the war. It did more to 
upset Von Kluck's equilibrium and rattle 
the German advance than anything else; 
the Sixth French army hurried up ip mo- 
tor busses from Paris and completed the 
work. The Germans retreated and then 
intrenched themselves in earthworks. 

It wag the beginning of the end; for the 
sagest remark made by anyone at that 
time was Kitebener’s dictum: Ip an offen- 
sive campaign to take to trench warfare 
is to lose the fight. Mis foresight Was jus- 
tified, although it took four years to verify 
his judgment. And then Foch, master of 
a live strategy which used millions as lesser 
men have used thousands, played upon the 
German war instrument, dulled and stale by 
overconfidence in trenches, as a skilled mu- 
sician plays upon the keys of the organ. 
The collapse was sudden, but army morale 
goes suddenly.

Careful adaptation of means to the 
end in the transports and supply of water 
piped from Egypt, combined with a strate- 
gy that gained victories with a minimum 
of bloody fighting, secured Allenby his first 
objective, the Holy City, in December of 
the same year. Strangely enough, his name 
in Arabic signifies the “Prophet;" and for 
centuries there had been current an Arab 
prophecy concerning a deliyerer, bearing 
the name of a Prophet of God, who would 
come from the west. When ex-Kaiser Wil- 
helm made his spectacular entrance in 1898, 
for which a part of the gateway had to be 
removed, so imposing was the cavalcade 
some had thought that the prophecy had 
been fulfilled. But they were told that 
the true Savior would enter Jerusalem on 
foot and would not appear till the Nile 
waters flowed into Palestine. Sir Edmund 
entered by the gate called “The Friend,” 
on foot, accompanied only by his staff, the 
commanders of the French and Italian de- 
tachments and the military attache of the 
United States. And his army had depend- 
‘ed on Nile water for their supply. 

Allenby's later operations by which he 
captured one German-Turk army after an- 
other, driving the enemy out of the whole 
of Syria, were marvelously succesgful. 
Having complete control of the air he could 
strike suddenly and unexpectedly; and hap- 
pily, himself a trained cavalryman, he 
used that arm of the service as it had not 
been used since the outbreak of the war. 
By the first day of October he entered Da- 
mascus, that most ancient of cities, rich 
in holy places. By the twenty-fifth of the 
month the final stage Was reached by the 
capture of the historic city of Aleppo, a world 
mart in the Middle Ages. The road to Bag- 
dad was finally cut, that road for whose com- 
plete possession, giving a straight run from 
Hamburg. through the Balkans and Asia 
Minor to the Persian Gulf, it may be said 
the war was first started. Few of the op- 
erations on a large scale in the whole war 
will be more worth studying, with the view 
of seeing how things ought to be done, than

“Some time ago a committee of 
business men was formed to look

“Since May 12, when this commit- 
tee began its work, it has had many 
meetings and has gone over the de- 
talls of the project.
